Commission, which was given con­ 
trol over time zones in 1918, moved 
the boundary west to the Indiana 
border in 1936. At the same time, 
all of lower Michigan was put in 
the Eastern zone, though it actual­ 
ly lies completely west of the 
dividing meridian. All of Georgia 
was added by ICC action in 1941. 
The same sort of push has moved 
the Central zone westward. 


“ It’s a very practical thing,” Dr.

This week will go down in Miscellany's 
personal annals as The Week Of The Big 
Mail. We have another letter today—on the 
time question, what else?—from a farm 
woman who wishes her initials (Mrs. J. W.) 
used. Let’s get going: 
“I want to say that I completely agree 
with the woman who wrote to you objecting 
to ‘fast’ time. . . .1. myself, think it does 
very little good for the majority of people 
here; people just use it to try to fool them ­ 
selves—they get up one hour earlier in the 
summer, but they set the clock up so they 
won’t know* they’re getting up earlier. 
“If I remember correctly. Daylight Saving 
Time was begun during the war so people 
could have more time to work in their vic­ 
tory 
gardens 
after 
office 
hours. 
But 
wouldn’t clear-thinking people rather get 
up earlier in the morning to do work around 
home while it’s still cool than to come home 
in the heat of the summer afternoon to do 
it? 
“If they would only leave the clock alone, 
quit trying to fool themselves and go ahead 
and get up earlier, do their extra work while 
it’s cooler, it would be much more sensible. 
Then that would leave the clock alone for 
us poor old farmers who work sixteen or 
more hours each day in summer so you 
folks will have a bite of food to put in your 
mouths. I think we deserve consideration 
in the m atter and most farmers certainly 
don’t like ‘fast’ time. 
“Then, as the other woman said, it sure 
would be hard on our poor children. Sure, 
you folks in town who send your children 
to school around 8 o'clock seem to forget 
all about our little ones who get up about 
6 or 6:30 in order to board the school bus 
a little after 7, while your children are still 
sleeping. Do you realize how dark it would 
be at 7 ‘fast’ time in the winter? Isn’t it a 
shame and a disgrace to send little six-year- 
olds down a long lane to get on a school bus 
in the dark just to please some city folks’ 
fancy? They don’t seem to realize, or maybe 
even care, what hardships it works on other 
people who are working in this community 
just as hard as they are. . . Most people in 
town aren’t up now at the time our children 
would be getting on the bus. . . 
“One of the most im portant reasons to 
me that slow time is best is the simple rea­ 
son th at it divides the day more nearly in 
half than fast time. Noon is supposed by 
all to be the middle of the day but with the 
fast time it sure isn’t. (Mrs. J. W. then goes 
on at some length to explain the variance 
of morning and afternoon daylight under 
‘fast’ tim e). . . 
“As for using it (‘fast’ time) just because 
other cities do, I can see how it would be 
confusing to figure time schedules, bus, 
trains, etc., but do we always have to play 
‘follow the leader’? Why can’t we assert our 
ideas instead of accepting other people’s? ... 
“I say to do what is best for our commu­ 
nity, not just because our neighbor does it.

WASHINGTON 
— Just 25 years ago today the 
bottom fell out of the New York Stock Exchange. 
The echoes of that spectacular crash still rumble 
around the world. 
For the market crash of Oct 29, 1929, heralded the 
greatest depression this country has ever known. 
It engulfed the United States in a world wide econom­ 
ic morass that proved a breeding place tor the seeds 
of World War II. 
Here at home, the depression swept Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and the New Deal into office. 
Perhaps as important as any other effect, the 
crash and the depression did something to the Amer­ 
ican spint. 
They didn’t, as they seemed for a time to threaten 
to do, make this a nation of pessimists. But they did, 
perhaps permanently, dampen a notion that Ameri­ 
cans were destiny’s tots—that this country was some­ 
how exempt from the woes that were always beset­ 
ting foreigners. 
All told, that Oct. 29 was a memorable day. May­ 
be it should he observed each year. Not a day of 
rest, as a holiday would be, but one of deep if not 
prayerful meditation, which is hard work indeed. 
Actually, the trouble didn’t start Oct. 29. The 
m arket broke sharply as early as March of that 
year. It bounced back swiftly, however, and its 
very recovery served to discredit the few skeptics 
who kept asking how long this crazy spree of paper 
prosperity could continue. 
On Sept. 3, 1929, the Associated Press average of 
60 selected stocks soared to an all-time peak: $157.70 
a share. 
By the middle of that month the average began 
to drop, however. By October it was skidding sev­ 
eral dollars each day. Oct. 24-still known as “ Black 
Thursday” —saw the skid become a headlong tumble. 
A wild rush to sell wiped out five billion dollars in 
stock values in a single day. 
The bottom finally fell out five days later—25 years 
ago today. 
The nation was a long time recovering. The Demo­ 
crats say they saved it. The Republicans say it 
never was really saved, except by war booms, until 
they got back in office. The Democrats say con­ 
ditions aren’t too good right now, if you want their 
opinion The Republicans say things were never bet­ 
ter in time of peace. 
One thing most experts agree on—the nation isn’t 
likely to have another m ajor depression.

By Americans Causing 


Most Tooth Trouble 


PH ILA D ELPH IA (^-Americans 
consume 100 pounds of sugar per 
person a year and that giant sweet 
tooth “ causes 
a 
sour tooth of 
equally gigantic proportions,” a 
dental expert said Thursday. 
“ The sour acids of tooth decay 
affect 95 per cent of our popula­ 
tion,” said Dr. Paul E. Boyle, pro­ 
fessor of oral histology and pathol­ 
ogy at the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania School of Dentistry. 
Boyle, speaking at the 37th an­ 
nual meeting of the American Di­ 
etetic Assn., said sweets cause 
most tooth decay. 
“ Studies have shown that nu­ 
tritional deficiencies do not cause 
cavities,” he said. “ They affect 
teeth only while the teeth are still 
being formed.” 
He said experiments have shown 
that fluorine in tiny amounts dur­ 
ing the period of tooth formation 
reduces the occurence of cavities 
by at least 50 per cent.

The new move promises to re­ 
vive the perennial battle between 
“ fast” and “ slow” time factions in 
the Legislature in January. A farm 
bloc in the 1949 session outlasted 
a filibuster of Daylight Time sup­ 
porters to pass the existing law’.
